ber of failures are brought about by losses incurred in gambling at the race- 
tracks. ‘.

“Judging from th recitals we listen to here almost daily, ghe amount 


of money lost by the public in this form of gambling is énormous.™ 


“As a rule, the educated and well-to-do classes are too shrewd to be, caught 


by the lure of the racetrack, and most of the money lost to the bookmakers 
comes out-of the pockets of poor people. 


"Not long ago I heard a bookmaker testify undér oath that the profits 


made by his book during a single race meeting of # few weeks’ duration at 
one of the Chicago race coursés was upwards of $300,000. 


When brought into comparison with the-racetracks, other forms of gamb- 


ling prevalent among us are trivial and innocudus.

PHYSICIANS BLAME LAWS. 


Declares Their Laxity and Evil 
Associations Are the Condi- 
tions That Breed Usage. 

Ppectal to the Post-Dispatch. 


CHICAGO, Dee. #.—Afier hearing “‘con- 
fessions’ from 970 “dope’’ fiends, Superin- 


'tendent Sloan of the Bridewell says in his 


annual report that the alarming increases 
of slaves to drugs among the prisoners of 
that inetitution this year is due to a care- 
less and too liberal use of the deadly stuf 
by physiciane. 

Legal medical men of the clty were indig- 
nant when the contents of the report, and 
enpecially the prisoners’ alleged confes- 
sions, were read te them, 

A number of doctors laughed outiight at 
tie idea of a ptiblic official aud the head of 
a penal institution whe could take the 
words of a “dope” flend in preference to a 
cémmon sense view of the evil’. 

As one man the physicians seek the very 
rvot of the evil instead of its consequences 
tu judge from. They blame the present 
lax regulations of the saie of poisons. 

rom 38 in 198, to 970 slaves this year is 
the increase pointed out in Sloan's report. 

‘Phe many cocaine, Morphine, opium, par- 
eguric, Coueine, phendce.in and otner vie- 
ume ihronged the cells ever ywnere,” Fays 
ibe repert.

“The report is amusing, provided ithe 
superintenaent takes the tame excuses 
of the prisoners seriously,’ said Dr. E. 
J. Sena, the son of the famous authority 
on surgery and internal medicine. 

“If physicians did not let their patients 
know the name of the drug which brings 
relief to them, they would not find their 
re secretly smuggling the drug 
nto their systems, after the doctor's 
regular treatment ceases. The men who 
farl into the habit of using dru Baga yo 
blame the law which places drug 
witi,in their reach. They fall Pots the 
use of drugs just like people fall into 
alcohol habit.” 

Dr. G. Frank Lydston said: “TI fail to 

understand how the superintendent of a 
prison, a man who is supposed to have 
sOme insight into human nature, can 
swallow the silly excuses of the unfor- 
tunates in his care. 

‘Dope’ fiends were never famous au- 
 inorities on important or even insignifi- 
cant subjects. he drug habit is not as 
difficult to co with as the drink habit. 
We have no laws against alcoholic bev- 
erages as yet, but there is a law against 
the sale of poisons without rescrip- 
tions. Some ‘wise’ person has eliminated 
from the statutes the’ most deadly of 
drugs, and such things as morphine and 
cocaine can be bought by¥any one with- 
out prescription, provided he asks for 
it in. large quantities and in the original 
package. 

‘“T had to write a prescription for a 
pellet containing morphine in compound 
with another drug the other day. The 
scene was a well’ known down town 
drug store. Notwithstanding the strict- 
ness of the clerk in my case, I saw the 
next moment a woman, stylishly dressed, 
purchase a bottle containing quarter- 
grain morphine tablets without a ques- 
tion being asked of her. Even if the 
petty sales can be curtailed by law, the 
fiends will ‘chip together’ and-go in for 
wholesale purchases.” 

Dr. Charles Gilbert Davis said: “The 
only effective sten against the increas- 
ing G@rug evilis to legislate. Druggists 
are not all angels, and competition will 
make men do many things. Those who 
are mentioned in the Bridewell report 
perhaps never had a single atom of poi- 
son prescribed for them. They fall 
among other fiends. The law throws the 
source for the drug wide open, the po- 
lice have very little power to step in, 
and there you are. Those who are given 
opiates or narcotics by their physicians 
are usually well cared for until all

DENVER, Colo., Dec. 31.—No modification 
of the Supreme court’s order for a full in- 
vestigation of the last Denver election was 
sought today, as anticipated, by Alva Ad- 
ams, the Democratic governor-elect, who 
petitioned for the investigation. 

Application will be made next Tuesday, 
it was announced, for some modification of 
that portion of the decree stipulating that 
the expenses of the investigation. shall be 
divided equally between the two parties. 

“Under the court’s order there is no limit 
to the expense,” said Samuel W. Belford, 
one of the Democratic attorneys, today. 
“Gov. Adams is willing to stand his share 
within limitations but the way matters 
stand the Republicans might hire a corps 
of 300 workers to go into the registration 
booths, and we would have to stand for 
half the aggregate expenses. We are wil- 
ling to pay for the people we hire and that 
{is all.’’ ‘ 


Attorney James H. Brown for the Re- 
publicans, is quoted as saying that the 
Republican party will pay the entire ex- 
penses of carrying out the investigation 
as ordered, if necessary. 

A general caucus of the Republican mem- 
bers of the legislature will be held next 
Monday night at which methods and plans 
for determining the result of the elgction 
of governor will be considered. 

The Supreme Court today appointed two 
watchers on behalf of the Republican 
party to guard the registration booths of 
the city and county of Denver until after 
the investigation to be made under tha 
court's order. It is alleged by the Republi- 
cans that the books contain thousands of 
fictitious names voted for Adams at the 
recent election.

Walter McNichols, who is under arrest 
for the killing of Frank Wagner Gaturday 
morning, makes a statement directly con- 
tradictory of Wagner's ante-morten state 
ment to Policeman Combs. 

According to McNichols the shooting was 
accidental, but Wagner before his death 
declared McNichols had deliberately shot 
him. 

The shooting took place In Mike Howard's 
saloon, Nineteenth and Chestnut streets. 
McNichols is a cashier there. Wagner was 
a milk-wagon driver and entered the sa- 
loon to deilver milk. He also asked Me- 
Nichols for 30 cents, which he said was duc 
for milk previously delivered. 

Wagner stated to the policeman after 
the shooting that McNichols had resented 
the request for 30 cents, and without fur- 
ther argument, had shot him. Wagner was 
taken to the City Hospital, where he died 
sn the operating table. 

McNichols was arrested and taken to the 
Four Courts. He stated there that he was 
on the best of terms with Wagner and 
that the latter had aaked to see his re- 
volver. While passing the weapon across 
the bar McNichols said it was accidentally 
lischarged. 

McNichols was arrested a year ago, 


charged with complicity in the killing of 
Daniel Hussey in a saloon at Nineteenth 
and Olive streets. He was indicted, but 
rroved he did not fire the shot that killed 
Hussey. He lives at 1416 North Sixteenth 
street and is 2 years old. 

Wagner was 38 years old. When he was

Careful Guard Over Wells Pre- 
serves Good Condition of 
Water. 


MUKDEN, Dec 31—Nemirovich Dan- 
chenko, the famous Russian war corre- 


spondent, who has just returmed from an 
inspection of the quarters occupied by the 
Russian officers ane privates at the front, 

says: 

“One could hardly imagine a greater con 
trast than afforded by the hungry, tired, 
army that settled down here after the bat- 
tle of Liaoyang and the army now. rest- 
ing south of Mukden. The men live in dug- 
outs, but most of the officers’ huts are 
above ground. Aside from the fact that 
there are only five officers to a hut and 
that the. latter contain more decorations, 
there is little difference between the men's 
and the officers’ quarters. BEyerybody is 
well fed and comfortable. 

‘The dugouts are all shellproof and each 
has a stove, with sleeping ledges around 
the sides, The men are provided with bed- 
ding, warm underwear, mostly of Chinese 
manufacture, and etter Chinese boots 
than can be bought In Russia. 

“Bath houses are provided, one j;for the 
officers and one for the mem of each com- 
rany. The water is heated twice ‘ycekly, 
the separate laundry houses aré always 
supplied with hot water and there is no 
dampness in the building set apart for 
the washing and drying of clothes or in 
the living quarters. 

“The officers and men partake of the 
Same fare which is distributed twice dally 
in big coppers from the camp kitchens. A 
rations consists of a pound of meat and two 
and a half pounds of bread, with tea twice 
daily. There are shor: rations of sugar, 
but only shortages observable are sugar,

By way 
of exiplanation, Akins declared that he was 
obliged to concentrate his strength on one 
man in order to bring about the waterloo 
of the Kerens forces.

In another field, the national government 
hag its work of canal building well in 
hand. Great desert stretches of the arid 
region of the far West, by the magic 
touch of water, are to be converted into 
arable tracts.

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CONQUEST OF THE EARTH 
BY SCIENCE AND IN- 
VENTION. 


In invention and scientific digcovery the 
year presents valuable work in the develop- 
ment of many previous discoveries among 
lines already partly laid out in electricity 
and the mechanical arts. Wireless 
telegraphy, Visual telephones, the Copper 
‘Hewitt Light have made electricity more 
valuable, but not in any radical way. Tur- 
bine steam engines and improved boilers 
and grates have made possible a higher 
development or power from cheaper fuel 
by proportionally lighter and more com- 
pact mechanisms. 

In naval and domestic architecture great 
progress has been made, but on famiilar 
lines. Larger and faster steamships are 
being built. Steel and concrete construc- 
tion has greatly developed. 

The use of concrete instead of lumber 
has been demonstrated commercially. The 
building in Germany of complete structures 
of concrete is one of the most significant 
events of the year. A considerable saving 
of waning forests may thus be made. 

The further analysis of constituents 
air, the use of radium in medical cases 
and the perfection of the Xrays, Finsen 
Rays and other posstbilities of the electric- 
al spectrum have been successfully car- 
ried on.

At the opening of the campaign the 
Democrats were confident. The Republi- 
cans admitted that it would be a close con- 
test.

After that it receded until the 
last two weeks, when Judge Parker's 
speeches began to revive enthusiasm, tvo 
late to influence the result. 

The returns showed that Judge Parker 
was the worst beaten candidate ever nom- 
inated for President by either of the great 
parties. The Republicans carried 32 states 
and the Democrats 12, with the electoral 
vote of Marylaud divided. The electoral 
college consists of 386 Republicans and 140 
Democrats—a Republican majority of 146. 
The House of Representatives stands 252 
1 Republicans and 1% Democrats—a Republi- 
can majority of 118. The net Democratic 
luss in the Senate is one seat. 


The total vote cast was 13,523,518, 400,000 
less than in 1900. The vote was divided as 


follows: Republican, 7,621,985; Democratie,

lar plurality was 2,353,750, and his popular 
majority was 1,735,403 Judge Parker's vote 
was 1,230,000 under Bryan's vote in 1900. 


WHAT JAPAN HAS ACOCOM- 
PLISHED IN THE GREAT 
WAR IN THE EAST. 


No war in history has been more fiercely 
contested and few have been as moment- 
ous as that being waged between Russia 
and Japan. 3 

In 1900, because of the Boxer troubles, 
Russia occupied Manchuria. Japan insist- 
ed upon withdrawal, and on Feb. 6 1904 
each country recalled its minister. 

Ruasia did not look on the severance of 
diplomatic relations as a deciaration of 
war. Japan did, and on the night of Feb. 
8 attacked the Russian fleet at Port Ar- 
thur, Gamaging the battleships Czarovitch 
and Poltava and the crulsers Boyarin, Pal. 
lada and Novik. On Feb. § another attack 
was made, and after that the Port Arthur 
squadron was never in condition to give 
battle, though the Japanese devoted many 
lives and “fireships’’ to an Unsuccessful ef- 
tort to “bottle” it. The eame day another 
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| of whom were sent north to Manchuria. 

After the Port Arthur squadron had been 
damaged, Vice Admiral Makaroff was sent 
, Out by the Czar to command it. He re- 
paired the ships and revived the Spirits of 
the men. On April 13 he ventured out of 
Port Arthur.on the battleship Petropav- 
lovsk, which was destroyed by a Japanese 
torpedo or mine Verestchagin, the artist, 
and 700 officers and men Jost their lives. 

In March Gen. Kuropatkin assumed com- 
mend of the army. Battles were fought 
at the Yalu river, Nanshaa,, Yangtse Pags, 
Liuoyang and the Taitse river. Until Oc 
tober the Japanese advance was unchecked, 
the Russian retreat masterly. Then Kur- 
Opatkin assumed the offensive and the 
battle of Sha river was fought. Poutiloff’s 
Capture of Lone Tree Hill was a brilliant 
exploit, but the hattle itseif was not de- 
cisive, 

The two armies, each nearly 600,000 
strong, are now encamped near Mukden. 
The Japanese there are commanded by 
Field Marsha! Oyama, Gen. Kuroki and 
Gen. Nodsu, while Gen: Nogi is conduct- 
ing the siege of Port Arthur. 


GREAT EVENTS OF THE YEAR 
IN EUROPEAN POLITICS. 


Aside from the war itself, decidedly the 
most important events in foreign politics 
have been the movement toward internal 
reforms in Russia, and the separation of 
church and state in France. While con- 
taining nothing that looks toward a Rus- 
sien parliament, the Czar’s Christmas man- 
ifesto promises greater powers of local 
self-government, more liberty of speech 
and of the press, better factory laws and 
complete toleration of non-orthodox relig- 
ions. 

In France M. Combes is finishing his pro- 
gram tor the abrogation of the concordat. 
Of secondary, though. great importance is 
the colonial treaty between France and 
Great Britain, which settles the vexatious 
French Shore claims, gives England a free 
hand in Egypt and France practically a 
free hand in Morocco. 

ahe year has been comparatively quiet in 
iritish politics. Mr. Chamberlain's tariff 
ccnimission has been at work, but it can 
hardly be said that the issue has reached 
an acute stage. ‘ 

The Younghusband expedition Into Tibe 
reached L’Hasa, from which ‘the Dalal 
Lami fied, and withdrew after obtaining 
the concessions demanded by Lord Curzon.

WILL NOT HANDLE DEPOSITS 
Stock Market Affected by Impres- 
sion That It Would Be Rival 
of Missouri-Lincoln. 


The New Year brings into the ranks of 
St. Louis’ financial institutions a new title 
trust company, to be Known as the Lin- 
coln Title Trust Co. The company has been 
organized with a capital stock of $1,500,000, 
which has been subscribed for at the rate 
of $125 per share. This will mean to the 
new institution a working surplus of $375,- 
000. 

The company will take over the title plant 
of the Missouri-Lincoln Trust Co. and will 
also purchase the Lincoln Trust building 
at Seventh and Chestnut streets. The eafe 
deposit valuts of the  Missouri-Lincoln 
Trust Co. in the Lincoln Trust building 
will also be purchased by the new com- 
pany and placed in active use. It is under- 
stood that the sale also includes the de- 
benture bond business of the Missouri- 
Lincoln company. 

The new company will do a title investi- 
gating business and loan money on real 
estate, but will not accept deposits or 
handle trust estates, confining its business 
to a title and loaning business. 

A. A. B. Woerheide, first vice-president 
of the Missouri-Lincoln Trust Co., is to be 
president of the new institution, although 
he will continue to remain first vice-presi- 
dent of the Missouri-Lincoln Trust Co. and 
will be active in management of the af- 
fairs of this company.

Federal Court Will Not Interfere 
in Dispute Between Former 
Councilman and Partner. 


Judge Adams handed down an opinion 
in the United States Circuit Court Satur- 
day morning in which he denied Emil A.

ORDERED IN TEXAS

Judge Declares School Board 
Should Prohibit the Reading 
of Certain Passages. 


Epecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

CORSICANA, Tex., Dec. 31.—Judge Cobb 
has handed down the following decision 
in the case of KE. H. Church and others 
against W. L. Bullock and others, in the 
matter of reading the Bible in the opening 
exercises of the city public school of Corsi- 
cana: ; 

“The petit'oners make two points: 

‘1. That reading any part of the Bible, 
singing and reciting of the Lord's prayer 
as a stated opening exercise in the public 
schools is prohibited by the constitution, 
bécause such schools being maintained by 
public funds, the people are thereby com- 
pelled to support a ‘place of worship,’ that 
is to Say, they contended that the carrying 
on of fuch exercises constitutes the school- 
house a place of worship. 

‘2. That: the reading of the Bible, recit- 
ing the Lords prayer and singing of re- 
ligious songs is a teaching of sectarian doc- 
trines and that bv such acts the provision 
of the constitution against the use of the 
common schoo) funds for the support of 
any sectarian institution, etc.,.is violated. 

“The proof shows that the school board. 
by resolution, permits the reading of selec- 
tions from the Bible, singing of songs and 
repeating of the Lord’s prayer as a stated 
opening exercise in the schools of the city.

IN REBATE. SCANDAL 


Cabinet Officer, Former President 
of Railroad, Accused of 
Violating Law. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Deo. 31.—“In all my exiperi- 
ence with railway operations I never saw 
such barefaced disregard of the law as the 
Santa Fe railroad and the Colorado Fuel 
& Iron Co. have manifested in this coal 
case,” said C. A. routy of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission today. 

“For year the railroad company has re- 
ceived less than its published rates from 
the Colorado Fuel & Iron Co., while its 
competitors have paid higher rates—but not 
always the published rates. The evidence’ 
in this case will be presented by the com- 
mission to the attorney-general.”’ 

Mr. Prouty spoke the the Caledonia Coal 
Co’s. charge that the Santa Fe, through 
Mr. Biddle, its freight traffic manager, 
charged the Colorado Fuel & Iron Co. $1.15 
per ton less than the rate named in the 
tariff filed with the commission. 

President Ripley of the Atchison is out 
tonighe in a warm reply to the commis- 
sion. ‘The Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
Co. has not violated the spirit and intent 
of the interstate commerce law. I do not 
think it has even been guilty of a tech- 
nical violation.”’

Capt. John F.. Beeman, now in satior’s 
snug harbor, under the lee of Merchants’ 
Bridge at Venice, Ul., is the Anctient 
Mariner of Shantyboatmen. 

Ioe dreve him to harbor and winter quar- 
ters while he was making his fortieth 
ehanty boat trip down the Mississippi 
river, His shanty boat is little larger than 
the home of Hop O° My Thumb. Four 
men easily carried it from the river to the 
bank where it now rests. In it the ancient 
mariner voyaged from Winona County, 
Minn. His son, Le Roy Beeman, accom- 
panied him in a larger shanty boat which 
which carried the chickens and pigeon cote 
with an hundred pigeons which are the 
captain's pets. 

Next to his old violin and his boat, ‘‘The 
Trish ‘Washerwoman,” the pigeons are the 
captain's greatest treasure. Dach morning 
at sunrise he leaves his own shonty boat, 
where he lives and sleeps, and walks to 
his gon’s boat, anchored 400 yards up the 
river in’ the tos floes, to feed his pigeons. 
They are tamer*than the sparrows in the 
park. The captain's form is almost hidden 
in the cloud of their beating wings and 
feathered bodies when he appears at the 
bow with the grain.pan in his hands. 
Thies ancient mariner is a noted musician 
among river folks. He has fiddled his 
way straight Into the hearts of the hun- 
dreds of shanty boat people from St. Paul 
to Memphis. When the flat bottom cabin 
homes fice before the floating ice to their 
anchorage in “Little Oklahoma” at the 
foot of Destrehan street, they wonder 
Capt. Beeman will come. There, as well 
as in ‘Chickentown,””’ the squatter settle- 
ment in South St. Louis, many a dance 
depends on the time when the old fiddler 
arrives.

GUTHRIE, oO. T., Dean 81.—Oklahoma 
Territory has more educational] Institutions 
under the direct supervision and control 
of the commonwealth than any other state 
or territory in the: Union, area and popula- 
tion belng considered. 

The various legislative assemblies, from 
the First to the Seventh, have legislated 
along lines that showed the members be- 
lieved that a broad and liberal knowledge 
(diffused among the citizenship of the com- 
monwealth was the best preventive of 
crime, and so it) happens that Oklahoma 
hase one university, one agricultural and 
mechanical college, three normal colleges, 
one preparatory school, and one negro agri- 
cultural normal college, supported by the 
territory, and no penitentiary. 

The growth of Oklahoma’s territorial ed- 
uecational institutions has been rapid and 
wonderful. The first asscmbly paesed a 
bill providing for the university, to be sit- 
uated at Norman, the agricultural and 
mechanical college at Stillwater, and the 
normal college at Edmond. The Fourth as- 
sembly authorized the crection of the 
Northwestern Normal at Alva, and the 
Cherokee Outlet got its first public institu- 
tion. 

This assembly, recognizing the need of 
an institution of higher learning for the 
negro population of the territory, 
also authorized the erection of the 
Colored Agricultural Normal College 
at Langston, the first institution of 
its kind in the United States. The 
assembly gave the territory two 
more—the Southwestern Normal at Weath- 
erford, and the preparatory school’at Ton- 
kawa. This makes a grand total of seven 
institutions of higher learning to the credit 
of the youngest of Uncle Sam’s children. 

During the coming year Oklahoma will 
expend $2,500,000 on her public school sys 
tem, colleges and common echools. This 
does not include the amount that will be 
expended by denominational and private 
colleges and schools. The school census 
shows that the territory has a scholastic 
population of 204,176, and judging from 
the enrollment prior to the holidays, the 
seven territorial institutions will have an 
attendance of over 4000 students. The 
college courses, both classical and pro- 
fessional, equals those of many of the 
eastern states and is far ahead of those 
of a majority of the western states, The 
college faculties are composed of capabie 
educators, and all in all, the advancement 
made by Oklahoma along educational lines, 
in the short period of her existence, is the

The World’s Fair was enhanced by statuary made by 
the foremost American sculptors, who put into their work 
enthusiasm not to be measured by money, yet the cost 
of the statuary was great. Some of the figures have been 
destroyed by vandals who found them in the way of 
ewitches. Most of them are still on the grounds. They 
can be preserved at small cost, and will serve admirably 
to adorn the city. 

Some are made of staff, but most 
of a cement that is much more durable. 
be made to serve as patterns for the permanent figures 
that are to follow. Experience has shown that staff stat- 
uce with slight care will last for a dozen years. Experts 
say that if they are frequently painted they will last 25 
years. If kept under cover, as in a court of a building, 
their life would be extended. But St. Louis will surely 
have substituted bronzes before even the shortest of these 
terms has expired. 

A strong effort should be made to preserve these statues 
for the city. The World’s Fair will give them without 
cost, and the only expense would be their transportation 
from their present positions to new sites and the painting. 

To reproduce the best of them in bronze would not cost 
@ tremendous sum. G. J. Zolnay, the superintendent of 
sculpture at the Fair, saye that $50,000 would be suffi- 
cient. The great statue of “St. Louis” could be repro- 
duced in bronze, he believes, for not more than $6000, 
anid Carl Bitter, his chief, agrees with him.

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A VICIOUS THEORY AS AN FPIDEMIC. 
The extent to which the country has been infested by vi- 
ciows theories of “making money” is suggested when cot- 
ton planters actually begin acting on the vicious sugges- 
tion that they should burn cotton enough to force up its 
price. 

This is the “trust principle’ ’—the principle of decreasing 
supply to increase want. It is also the principle of extor- 
tion in nearly all its other forms. 

When cotton sells at a price “below the cost of produc- 
tion” the inequality is vicious and unnatural. It cannot 
last. The ‘cotton, however, not the price, is the actual 
wealth. The increase in the number of bales of cotton pro- 
duced in a given year is an increase in wealth, and every 
pound of the wealth is permanently worth all its own 
uses regardless of the condition of the market at any given 
time. 

What could be more foolish than the action of a man in 
setting fire to his own house because he cannot get his 
price for it? Yet how could such an insanity as that be 
more harmful than burning the wealth which has actually 
been produced and stored up as a hundred bales of cot- 
ton?

THE AUTOMOBILE IN AFRICAN DESERTS. 

The latest from Africa is that “automobiles have been 
introduced at Khartoum” with a view to their employment 
in desert traffic, now monopolized by the camel. 

It is scarcely surprising to hear in the same connection 
that “great difficulty is experienced” in adapting the wheels 
to reliable work through the sand of such a desert as 
the Sahara and the stretches of desert country which ex- 
tends from it to the Nile and beyond. It is said, however, 
that experiments already made show that these difficulties | 
can be overcome and it is expected that the automobile will 
be used as a “feeder’’ for the Berber-Suakim railroad now 
being built to open up the Soudan. An automobile line 
across the Bahara is by no means one of the im possibili- 
ties of the first ten years of the twentieth century. 
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THE SUN IN 1905. 

One of the greatest events of 19% will be the total eclipse 
of the sun on Aug. 30, and expeditions are already being 
organized to observe it closely. Parties from the Lick Ob- 
servatory will. be located in Labrador, Spain and Egypt 
It is also expected that the Naval Observatory at Washing- 
ton will send out three expeditions, one of them to Burgos, 
Spain. Another point of observation will be in Tunis. At 
some one point, if not at all, the clear weather and trans- 
parency of the air necessdry for taking the best photo- 
grayhs is-thus likely to be found. In addition to taking 
photographs and making the observations customary during 
complete eclipses of the sun, there are hopes of finding a 
planet revolving close to the sun inside the orbit of the 
planet Mercury. 


A GEM WHICH PHOTOGRAPHS ITSELF. 

One of the most important demonstrations made in this 
country during the year has been completed by Prof. 
Charles Baskervitle of the University of North Carolina. 
He took a gem from San Diego County, California, as the 
basis of his experiment. It is cailed ‘“‘Kunagite,"’ after its 
diseoverer, Dr. Kunz. It ts rare, and some of its orystals 
are described as very beautiful. Usually small, they occur 
cecasionally in a weight of several ounces. 

Prof. Baskerville experimented with the smaller crystals 
by subjecting them to the Xray until they were ‘excited’ 
of thrown into unusual vibration by it. After exposing 
one of them for five minutes to the Xray, he placed it 
over a photographic plate in a dark rooth. The result was 
an entirely successful photograph, which tn an engraving 
muide from it by photographic proc: shows cleafiy all” 
the markings of the gem. It is stated that the photographs 
of itse!f thus made by tts own ‘radio-activity.”’ under 
the influence of the Xray, were made bj; the gem with a 
sheet of paper interposed between it and the photegraphic 
plate. The time of exposure in the dark room is stated 
at only’ ten minutes.e The demonstration another step 
towards cicaring up the mystery of ‘“radio-activity.””

Season of 1904 Saw Passing of Many Old Records an 
New Energy and Life in Great Games 
of Track and Field. 


In the matter of athletic records the year 
of 1904 has been one of remarkable bril- 
Maney in all classes of sport, new marks 
having been hung up in the various track 
and field competitions which will undoubt- 
edly stand for many years to come. 

What it means to create a new world's 
record only those who have closely fol- 
lowed the course of champions in various 
Classes of sports can well understand. It 
is the highest ambition of athletes to estab- 
lish such marks, yet those who realize 
such hopes are few in number. 

In looking over the many pages of rec- 
ords in the various kinds of sports to be 
found in the World Almanac for 19, soon 
to be issued, the reader will quickly realize 
the value of these features of exceptional 
merit. Comparison of this issue with those 
of previous years will further demonstrate 
what the athletes did in 194, and, inci- 
dentally, the improvements in a more gen- 
eral and extensive classification to be found 
in the new volume, which has become a 
popular reference book for spportsmen. 
Outside of the race track features in 

1964, the most important athletic events 
of the year were the Olympic games 
during the World's Fair at 8t. Louls 
and the international ‘Varsity contests 
between Yale and Harvard versus Cam- 
bridge and Oxford in England. For the St. 
Louls championships athletes gathered 
from all parts of the world, and the New 
York A. C. team, with the aid of two 
or three athletes who made new records, 
carried off the honors. Chicago was sec- 
ond, Milwaukee third, and the Greater 
New York Irish A. A., fourth. In the 
‘varsity contests in England Americans 
were again victorious, winning six of the 
nine events. 

On the water the victory of Louis F. 
Scholes in the Diamond sculls race at 
Henley, England, on July 7, was the most 
important t¢vent of international boating 
for 19044, This young sculler not only broke 
the record for the straightaway course of 
1 mile 50 yards by 5 45 seconds—his 
time being 8:23 1-5K—but he also defeated 
¥. B. Kelly, holder of the emblem for“two 
years, who was regarded as the best ama- 
teur sculler England has had in years. 

In college aquatics Yale defeated Har- 
vard in the ‘varsity eight at New Lon- 
don in 21:40%. Harvard's time being 22:10. 
Cambridge defeated Oxford by four and 
one-half lengths in their annual regatta in 
England, the time of the winner being 
21:34, 

In the Olympic regatta at St. Louis, F. 
B. Greer, of Boston, won in the cham- 
DPionship singles in 10:08 3-5. C. 8. Pitus, 
of New York, won the senior single race 
of the Middle States Association regatta 
on the Harlem river Labor day. The 
thirty-eighth annual regatta of the Harlem 
River assiciation was held July 24, and the 
single championship was won by Frank 
Veseley.

In the homing pigeon contests many new 
records were made. All the old birds in- 
creased the records of 1903 from 200 to 500 
yards per minute, the young birds falling 
off, except in 300-mile testa 

The art of natation made rapid strides in 
1904, many performances being ' character- 
istic of this wonderful progress. ‘While 
the American swimmers are gradually forg- 
ing into the front line they are not as yet 
the equals of the Australians and English,” 
says an authority on swimming in the Al- 
manac. 

One of the best records of the year was 
that of Dan B. Renear at Honolulu in No- 
vember, who was credited with 100 yards 
straightaway in still water in one minute 
flat. a new world’s record, by something 
over a full second. B. Keran of Australia, 
a mere boy, was the brilliant star of 1904. 
He came suddenly into prominence and set 
up an almost entire set of new open-water 
records, from 360 yards to one mile, which 
he covered in %m. 36 1-5s. 

American interest centers in C. M. Dan- 
iels, the young champion of the N. Y. A. 
C.gwho made two new open-water records 
of 110 yards in im. lés., and 200 yards in 
2m. 44 1-5s. 

A record of considerable interest was that 
in relay racing by a team’ of four men 
from the N. Y. A. C. The distance was 200 
yards, each man to swim S yards, the full 
time being 1.56 2-5. In Ausitralia five men 
covered 500 yards, each swimming 100 yards, 
in 6,17 2-5, which was a tfuly marvelous 
performance. 

The year in racquets and fencing was 
one of great interest to participants in 
these sports. George A. Brooke of Phila- 
delplia, won the racquet championship of 
the United States. West Point won the 
intercollegiate fencing champivonship by a 
score of 41 points won to 13 lost.

carcity Sets Scientists | 


Working on Plan to Promote 
Hens’ Activity. 


Special to the Tost-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Dee. 31.—Accoruing to 
statements of dealers and experts, New 
York is face to face with a situation which 
will make fresh eggs a luxury only to be 
enjoyed by the wealthiest. 

Not only have the hens quit business, but 
there are fewer eggs in storage than at 
this period of any previous year. The 
cause of this state of affairs is gaid to 
be the unprecedently heavy fall of snow 
during the past month. 

It is estimated that New York uses 60,000 
cases of eggs weekly. To supply this de- 
mand is a problem which is now occupying 


the attention of more than one prominent 


. scientist. 

Foremost in this work is Prof, George 
M. Gowell, agricultura! expert at the Uni- 
_versity of Maine. After years of careful 
breeding for egg production he has suc- 
ceeded in rearing more than forty hens 
that have yielded more than 200 eggs each 
mh & year and he has produced one hen 
which has beaten al! Svibus records by 
laying 21 sd Sa within onths. This hen 
is a sma!) mouth Rook, of pure strain, 
though not shaped according to standard. 

Prof. Gowell {fg saving eggs in the ho 
of hatching still more prolific fowls.

Dr. Madden married Miss Grace Darling, 
a brilliant and popular young woman of 
Laporte, and they went to Milwaukee, 
where Dr. Madden was established, but 
Mrs. Madden found it necessary to take 
up teaching, and until last year, when she 
was compelled to give up work on acoount 
of ill health, she held the chair of history 
in the Wisconsin State Normal. She sepa- 
rated from her husband @ year ago and 
now is in a sanitarium. It is said she 
will fle a suit for divorce within a few 
qmonths. Mrs. Madden is sister of Mrs. 
Hull, whose husband, Prof. Lawrence C. 
Hull, was two years ago principal of 
Shortridge High School at Indianapolis. 
Mrs. Hull’s husband is now principal of 
Ofchard Lake Military A emy.

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AGNEW? bridges the empirical, wasteful, torture 
period of surgery with the scientific, life-saving, 
painless methods of the modern knight of the 
In his boyhood the clinic of Dr. Gross typified the 
practice of physicians; in his manhood he taught 
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methods which discoveries made possible and spread the 
gospel of the new healing art. 

In his day anesthetics were discovered, the use of which 
in surgical practice banished the most terrible specter 
from the operating table. In his day the science of 
asceptics was developed, that science which banishes from 
the wound the poison of uncleanliness and leaves Nature 
free to carry on her work of healthful restoration. 

His active career as a physician, surgical specialist and 
administrator of great agencies for health covered only 
36 years, yet in that period he saw surgery outstrip medi- 
cine and rise to the dignity of a science. His was a devot- 
ed life and full of accomplishment. 

Thus it is well that the painter, seeking to signify the 
advance over the days of Dr. Gross, should depict the clinic 
of Dr. Agnew. 

Progress is a delight to the contemplative eye. The rise 
of an industry from crude man-consuming methods to 
those which produce better results while they conserve the 
worker; the elevation of a craft to an art; the develop- 
ment of ethical ideals unmarred by superstition; growth 
in any sphere is for the advantage of humanity.

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The Bazar at Lhasa Is Being Ransached 
for Native Treasures—Buddha 
Statues in Demand. 


S A result of the British expedition to Lhasa, large 
quantities of Lhasa art ware and curiosities have 
found their way to India. Most of the articles 

were bought in the Lhasa bazar, the Indian government 
having ordered drastic measures to check looting. 
The members of the mission bid eagerly against each 


other for everything that was forthcoming. Never since its 


foundation in the far-off past had Lhasa seen pilgrims so 
rich, so open-handed or 80 keen in purchasing relics as were 
these white men who had forced their way there as an 
enemy. 

‘The prices paid were exorbitant. A certain press cor- 
respondent is still reviled by his fellow adventurers’ for 
spoiling the bargaining by paying whatever was asked and 
taking everything he saw. An exalted personage at Simia 
was known to desire an authentic Lhasa statue of Buddha. 
Price was no object at all, and no efforta were spared in 
endeavoring to obtain it. The personage is still without his 
Buddha and is likely to remain 80. 

Almost the only article of the kind that was carried 
off was a plain bronze image, six inches high, solemnly pre- 
sented by the Tibetan Regent to Col. Younghusband, at 
the conclusion of the negotiations, im token of gratitude 
for the clemency shown.

Dreadful of the deadly “cabbage snake” 
haunt the minds of lovers of sauerkraut forbid 
dulgence in that favorite delicacy. Many grocers who had 
laid in a stock of cabbage have been unable to dispose of 
their carryings and the cabbages have rotted by thousands 
and been thrown away as a dead loss. St. Louis retail- 
ers of sauerkraut have found the demand lighter than 
was ever known before. 

“We're afraid of the cabbage snake,” their customers 
say. “It has caused so many deaths over in Illinois and 
Iowa. We never heard of a cabbage snake before, but now 
we've sworn off on cabbage and sauerkraut.” 


Thus the story ran. Over in East St. Louis hundreds of 
cars laden with cabbage were not unloaded for days be- 
cause of the slack demand. Here, also, there was a heavy 
lows entailed by the rotting of cabbages, which, but for the 
“cabbage snake” panic, would have had immediate sale 
The situation became distinctly serious. 

It involved a most important St. Louis trade in the big 

“field of produce. St. Louis handles an average of from 
1200 to 1500 carloads of cabbage during the season, the 
busiest months of which are September, October and No- 
vember. There are about 10,000 cabbages in each car- 
load. This means that a total of from 12,000,000 to 15.,- 
000,000 cabbages are shipped to St, Louis within a period 
of a few months. And here comes this “cabbage snake” 
seare to make these millions of cabbages a drug on the 
market! Acceptfng what would naturally be a low esti- 
mate of the decreased demand, that contained in the 
statement of one of the biggest St. Louis wholesalers of 
cabbages, that the demand has fallen off one-third, this 
would mean that from 3,000,000 to 5,000,000 cabbages in 
excess of the demand were shipped to St. Louis this season. 

And all because of a little worm which the Iowa health 
authorities declare to be harmless, and because of stories 
of fatalities due to the eating of the “snake-poisoned” 
cabbage and sauerkraut which the health authorities of 
Hlinois declare to be absolutely without foundation! 
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823-825 North Third street and 820-822 North 
Fourth street, a concern which handles an average of 
400 carloads of cabbage during each season, was seen by a 
representative of the Sunday Post-Dispatch and asked 
concerning the loca] situation. 

“I ehould say that there had been a decrease of one- 
third in the demand for cabbage in this market, due to thie 
scare about the cab snake,” said Mr. Hollmann. “And 
there is absolutely no reason for this condition of panic. 
Every person who handles cabbage knows that there is a 
worm often found among the outside leaves of the cab- 
bage, but it is known that this worm is harmless. It is 
very seldom, too, that the worm goes into the preparation 
of cabbage for the table, as the outside leaves are stripped 
off and the worm goes with them. This is more especially 
true in the making of sauerkraut, because only the inner 
head of the cabbage is used, a machine cutting this out, 
and al] the rest is thrown away.

“Such a thing as a snake in cabbage I have never seen. 
It seems to me that the only possible explanation of these 
‘cabbage snake’ in the fact that the worms 
found on the ouler cabbage leaves are larger than usual 
this year. They are about the length of an ordinary 
finger, but they are identically the same species. that has 
always existed on the cabbage leaves, at least during my 
experience of 35 years in the business. It is a fact, how- 
ever, that the consumers of cabbage and sauerkraut have 
become frightened and that many of them have drawn the 
line against these articles of food owing to stories of the 
cabbage snake having caused several deaths lately. It is 
a foolish scare, but it has affected the trade as severely 
as if it were based on the truth.” 


Mr. George H. Zollmann of George H. Zollmann & Co. 
833 North Third street, made a similar statement. 

“It has been suggested,” said Mr. Zollmann, “that if there 
is any truth in these stories of deaths caused by the al- 
laged ‘cabbage snake,’ that the fatalities may have been 
due to the use of Paris green in the cabbage fields. I do 
not accept this explanation, as Paris green is 
sprinkled on the ground to kill bugs, not placed on the 
cabbage leaves in a warfare with the ordinary cabbage 
worm, which is known to be harmless.” 

At 806 North Fourth street is the produce establish- 
ment of Fred Semet, known to the St. Lonis trade as 
“Sauerkraut Fritz.” the “biggest manufacturer of hand- 
made sauerkraut” in the local market. When “Sauer- 
kraut Fritz” was seen by a representative of the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch he laughed jovially at mention of the dread- 
ed “cabbage snake.” 

“O, yes, yes,” he said, “some of my customers have been 
scared half to death by these yarns of a cabbage snake, 
and there has been a falling off in trade, but the whole 
thing is nonsense. There is no snake in cabbages now, any 
more than there has ever been. There is a cabbage worm, 
but what if this worm does sometimes get cooked along 
with the cabbage? It’s a heap rougher on the worm than 
it is on the person who eats it, because the worm is harm- 
less and does not hurt anyone. I think the whole business 
about this cabbage snake is just foolishness.”

Following the publication of this Globe-Democrat dis- 
patch the Sunday Post-Dispatch instructed ita Spring- 
field, Ill., correspondent to ascertain the facts and report 
same.

“With all the alarm and talk of poisoning from snakes 
in cabbage, no actual cases have been found in Illinois, 
according to statements made by Dr. J. A. Egan, secre- 
tary of the Illinois Board of Health, which has. been con- 
ducting a thorough investigation of reports from different 
places over the state. Dr. Egan says the nine deaths re- 
ported at Sidell last week, six of which were said to have 
occurred in the home of John Rankin, proved pure fabrica- 
tions. 

“Dr. George T. Palmer, an inspector for the board of 
health, who made the investigation in the vicinity of 
Sidell, even failed “to find any trace of such a person 
as John Rankin. Dr. Palmer failed to learn of any 
alarm, and no illness assigned to the cause was known to 
the physicians at Sidell. 


“There is no doubt,’ said Dr. Egan today, ‘but that 
worms of quite alarming character have been found in 
cabbage in different parts of the state. These were snake- 
like in appearance, being very similar to a long white 
hair. In fact, one of these worms, now in the laboratory 
of the board, measures 27 inches in length, and was sent 
to us from Aledo, Mercer County, while others are reported 
from Warren and other counties measuring over a foot 
in length. 

“These worms or snakes are said by the state entomolo- 
gist to be the mermis albacans, or the white hair worm, 
and have been known to scientists for many years. They 
are deposited upon the cabbage and other foliage by the

0 Restore and Enlarge the Church 
Jnder His Pastoral Care---Cuts

HE Rev. Philip W. Fauntleroy, 
vicar of Mount Calvary Epis- 
copal Church, at Grand avenue 
and Lafayette,, is emulating 
the deeds of the pioneers of 
missionary enterprise. He is 
personally building and recon- 

itructing his own church, working as a stonema- 
son and bricklayer with his own hands. 

It is not often that a modern clergyman in a 
rreat city like St. Louis enters the field of manual 
abor, though missionary workers have been 
known to build their churches and schools with 
but little assistance from professional " stone- 
masons.

Tm 1804 he was ordained Deacon and two years later 
same @ priest. 


He had no other assistance. 
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The Church of Mount Calvary was originally built in 
1871, upon a plot donated by Henry Shaw. For about 
eight years the congregation worshiped here and then 
abandoned this church to build a new one at Lafayette 
and Jefferson avenues. 

The present rector, the Rev. Philip Fauntleroy, entered 
in 1894. The old deserted church 
at this time was rapidly falling imto decay and had be- 
come a rendezvous for traynps and loafers. Mr. Fauntle- 
roy went to work and obtained the necessary funds to 
restore the church, with a view to turning it into a sup- 
plementary mission house. Here he held services in ad- 
dition to regular worship in his other church. 

The cyclone of 1896, however, utterly demolished the 
Jefferson avenue church, but did comparatively little dam- 
age to the Grand avenue building, whereupon the congre- 
‘gation resumed occupation of the abandoned _ edifice, 
though it was much too small and quite inadequate to the 
requirements of the parish.

Lawsuit Over a $60,000 Tapestry. 


Paris and London Dealers Cembine to 
Buy It and Then Disagree—A Curious 
Speculation. — 

A PROVENCAL tapestry, described by experts as 


“marvelous,” has resulted in a lawsuit brought 

by the famous art dealers, MM. Seligmann of 
Paris, against the equally well-known art dealers, 
Messrs. Duveen Bros. of Old Bond street, London. 

The plaintiff's case amounts briefly to an allegatfon 
that having entered into @ joint adventure to buy this 
tapestry, Messrs. Duveen “frightened” them out of the 
enterprise by falsely representing that the tapestry had 
cost more than the limit to which MM. Seligmann had 
agreed to go. They claim a share of the profit at whicl 
Messrs. Duveen resold the tapestry a few months after 
they bought it in 1902. The defense is an absolute de- 
nial of the alleged misrepresentation. 

This valuable work of art, Gothie and woven on wool, 
was for sale Tn a chateau near Marseilles in 1901, the 
property of an aged Marquis. 

M. Jacques Seligmann paid a private visit and “fell in 
love with it.” He determined to try to buy it as a 
speculation. Presently he learned that the London house 
of Duveen was after it, and on Dec. 26, 1901, he wrote 

to this firm, suggesting that, instead of bidding against 
each other, they should join forces and buy the tapestry 
as @ joint adventure: 
I ask you to give me a clear and quick reply. 
*" * © These people want to put you and me 
in competition. * * * Does it suit you, in- 
stead of competing for it, you and I buy it joint 
account. * * * so that you can get it out 
of the people’s hands as cheaply as possible.

The reply telegram came from M. Jacques Seligmann, 
who was in Madrid, and ran: “Am not of opinion pay 
$55,000; don’t forget we pay commission; absolutely 
disedvise.” Then came back reply: “Bought tapestry 
$60,000. Duveen.” 

The scene changes to M. Seligmann’s shop at the cor- 
ner of the Place Vendome and the Rue de la Pait. On 
Jan. 18, 1902, Mr. Louis Duveen, on his way back to 
London from Marseilles, appears and finds M. Jacques 
Seligmann not yet back from Madrid, and M. Simon 
Beligmann in charge. The latter gave the story in the 
witness box. 

Mr. Duveen stated that he had bought the tapestry for 
$60,000. He also said, declared M. Simon, that he had 
had to pay three commissions of $6000, bringing up 
the full price to $78,000. The matter had to be closed 
up at once, and Mr. Louis Duveen asked M. Seligmann 
for his firm’s half share of the $60,000.
